It WM to Capture JST Gould and 


Hold Him For Ransom. 


"An elaborate plot wns once laid to 


ebduct Jay Gould and hold him for ran- I 
Sim," said an bid railroad man. "Tbe j 
papers got seme inkling of it afterward, 
but tho whole ttory was never told, and 
the incident is now generally forgotten. 
The job was pr.t up by a former curb- 
etone broker of New York, who meditat- 
ed it for Eoveral years and finally took a 
couple of desperate crooks into his con- 
fidence. 


"Their plan was to sMze Gould during 


a visit which he had arraneed to pay to a 
resort in the White mountains and to 
carry him off to a cabin in a remote and 
inaccessible part cf the forest. Then the 
ex-broker proposed to go to New York, 


, walk into the millionaire's office and de- 


mand the ransom from his son George. 
He intended to put the ydung man on no- 
tice that if he was detained or followed 
or molested in any manner his father 
would certainly be murdered, and he re- 
lied upoa bluff and audacity to carry the 
scheme through. 
The ransom decided 


upon was $100,000, and the scoundrels 
made very elaborate preparations, includ- 
ing even the provisioning of the cabin. 


"What might have been the outcome Is 


hard to say, but a woman who knew of 
the scheme tad had been badly treated 
by the broker gave the plans away. I've 
been told by one of the Gould system se- 
cret service uen, who was in New York 
at the time, that the old gentleman took it 
very coolly and remarked that he could 
»ep out a campaign on the Stock Ex- 
change that would clean up a good many 
times the amouit of his ransom while be 
was being held in the woods. I have of- 
ten thought that perhaps the er-curbstone 
broker meditated something of the kind 
himself. Of course if the trick had been 
turned the Geuld securities would have 
played all kinds of antics for a few days, 
and a man who knew how the affair was 
going to eveatuate could kave made a for- 
tune. 


"For some reason none of the people 


Implicated were arrested, but for a long 
time afterward special precautions were 
taken wkeaever Mr. G»uld traveled out 
•f the city. As a matter ef fact, he 
maiataiaed a much stronger bodyguard of 
detective* than anybody dreamed of, aad 
duriag the latter years of his active life 
it would have been practically impossible 
for a straager to have approached him 
unchallenged. It was a well organized 
system, and Mr. Gould was indebted to 
it for his singular immunity from annoy- 
ance by craaks."—New Orleaas Times-

SHAKING PALSY. 


K>rvea» 
Affection 


Which If Seldom Cored. 


Shakine palsy, or Paralysii agitaui, as 


it is called by physicians, is a nervous 
affection in which there is a weakness, 
almost «xienuti«e ta actual paralysis at 
times, combined with a constant and un- 
contrtllable jtrking of the muscles. 


The affection is classed amonj: the dis- 


eases of old axe, bat it is net very rare 
in yeumrer ptrtea* and may occur even 
in children. An a rule, it begins gradual- 
ly, the fast thinr noticed being an un- 
eteadinem ef tie hands or perhaps a 
trembling Bi»vt»«Bt of only one finger, 
generally th» thumb. 
With this there 


may be moderate pain, which is supposed 
to be rheumatic. 


The trembling movement is often inter- 


mittent, at irtt coming and going with- 
out apparent cause, but later it becomes 
permanent and extends to other parts, 
finally involving both arms and legs. 
Less frequently the neck muscles par- 
ticipate in the movements, the head then 
nodding, turning or moving from side to 
side. 
The muscles of the face and the 


tongue may also be implicated. 


In conjunction with the trembling the 


muscles are weak and may be almost in- 
capable ef voluntary movements, and the 
patient feels tired and longs for the con- 
stant shaking to cease. The trembling 
does cease during sleep, and it is also less 
marked when one execute! voluntary 
movements. 


The onset of the affection, although 


commonly gradual, ai we have said, is in 
eorne cases very sudden, following some 
great mental or physical shock. 


In later stagm of the disease the mus- 


cles of the body beeom* more or less stiff- 
ened, the bsck is teiit, the Keau is lu- 
clined forward and the various segments 
of the arms and legs axe slightly flexed 
one on the ether. 


The rigidity «f the muielM of the fact 


gives to tht countenance a fixed expression 
«f sadness, of indifference, or it may be 
of bad temper. Ther* is a peculiar gait, 
something like tkat of a drunken man, 
who has to walk very fast or er»n run 
to overcome his tendency to fall forward. 


Shaking paiuy is seldom cured, but it 


dees not alwayi get worse and may con- 
tinue for year* without apparent change 
one way or t«e other. The general condi- 
tion of the patitnt is usually below par, 
aad tke eai«f indication of treatment is 
therefore to improve the nutrition by 
tonics and a generous diet. Some relief 
to the conntait and fatiguing tremor may 
be obtained by the patient's making slow 
voluntary movement or by massage.— 
Tomb's Companion.

fair if well remembered. The trustees 
slipped and exceeded their appropria- 
tion for the work of remodeling' the 
Houghton memorial library building 
and the result wae an extra, warm and 
interesting session of the city council. 
The suggestion to appropriate money to 
the hospital came next and that was 
handled in a manner proving the coun- 
cil's care of the public money. The only 
one time the council departed from the 
right path was at the time of President 
McKlnley's visit to the city. The sum 
'of $400 was then taken and put to other 
than a "public purpose." 


But it is the library incident that Is 


now vividly recalled by last night's ses- 
sion of the council, during which the 
school committee was given a bad half 
hour. The school committee has been 
guilty of an offense similar to and a 
little more aggravated than the offense 
of the library trustees. They quite un- 
warrantedly exceeded their authority 
and the appropriation £pr the v/ard three 
school building. 
The council came 


down on them Quite heavily and with 
reason. The school committee should 
not have made the blunder. The inci- 
dent of the library trustees was before 
them to profit trom. 


However, we hope the lesson of all of 


thes-a things will sink into all the pub- 
lic departments and prevent other ses- 
sions of censure on the part of the city 
council. The council is set against this 
sort of thing. And it has public sen- 
timent behind it. 


LOCAL NEWS 


The council has done the proper thing 


ill granting the additional t>olice officers 
as recommenced bv Chief Dinneen. The 
public protection demanded at l&ast 
the four additional office* s allowed, and ' 
in flair play io the police force they 
should have been allowed long ago. It 
is mighty poor p'olicc economy to main- 
tain an insufficient police department 
in order to savs a few dollars a year, 
The better economy is to have the good 
results that come from a sufficient de- 
partment. No c ommunity can afford to 
have a too small, over-worked, over- 
strained or under-paid police depart- 
nwnt. 


XT MAY BE WELL 


Harsh and extreme criticism is al- 


ways to be avoided unless when noth- 
ing else will accomplish the proper pur- 
pose. Such criticism is not to be given 
any public department except in ex- 
traordinary cases, and we hor>e that the 
school committee and the work of otir 
public schools will be the very last to 
come under its effect. 
But we have 


• been very much inclined always 
to 


luoJize everything pertaining to our 
schools. Only once in recent years 
have we been exercised over our public 
schools and that was when Principal 
Spaulding put a sensational close to his 
career. The result of this Spaulding dif- 
ficulty showed us that the schools can- 
not be unduly disturbed without caus- 
ing them serious injury. But even such 
injury is often not too high a price to 
pay for needed change. For years we 
tolerated, an almost dormant state in 
our public schools rather than perform 
the' operation necessary to get them 
into a healthful state. Yet we Know that 
such toleration is criminal, for a gen- 
eration of school children suffer Because 
of •our inaction. So, looking it all over, 
it> may be well that at times the school 
department in all its ramifications is 
made to feel that the public eye is upon 
it With something else than a look of 
unquestioning approval. We have not 
particular reference to the school com- 
mittee by any means. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


It may now be set down in the pub- 


lic mind that no department may safely 
incur public expenditure without proper 
authority for so doing. North Adams 
has passed beyond the period in which 
it .carelessly accepted the exceeding of 
appropriations by its officials. 
This 


exceeding apropria.tions was an ever 
present feature of the old town days. 
Rarely did the money then set apart 
for a particular end meet that end, and 
the custom was accepted or tolerated 
of running into debt for the remainder 
and calling upon the town to vote 
money to make up the deficiency. 


TVhcn the city (.'barter was fro-:r.-2 


special attention was- given to this con- 
dition, and every imaginable safeguard 
was put around the public treasury. 
The council waa made the sole author- 
ity 
in all money matters. 
Library 


trustees, school committee and so on 
were left to be elected by the people, 
but their duties were made adminis- 
trative so'ely and it was provided they 
should come to the council for all 
money for all purposes. And in this 
matter of money the council itself was 
somewhat limited. The board of esti 
mates submits its report to the council 
a-nd while the council may cut dotvn an 
aproprlation as estimated it may not 
increase a single one a single'dollar.

The securing of a public1 building there- 
fore depends largely on the relative size 
of the postoffices. 


Holyoke's postoflice is of the first 


class, and this city of the second class. 
In business, Holyoke's office last year 
did a total business of about $63,000, and 
cleared about §32,000 for the govern- 
ment. The ofiice in this city did a busi- 
ness of about $32,000, and cleared about 
$14,000 for the government. 


It is therefore evident that Holyoke 


must come first, and Congressman Law 
rence said he believed he was working 
for the interest of North Adams by get- 
ting Hoiyoke out of the way. 


He said that in all probability no 


public building appropriations would be 
made at the present session of congress, 
but he believed that when next appro- 
priation was passed for this purpose 
Hoiyoke would be in the list of suc- 
cessful cities.

Why Are Sl&e Table* Patronised 


More Than tbe Center O»e«? 


Why is it that most persons TFhen en- 


tering a restaurant will seat themselves 
at one of the side tables in preference to 
the center tables? If this idiosyncrasy 
of restaurant patrons has never attracted 
your attention just note tbe appearance 
of your awn restaurant when next you 
have occasion to go there before the mid- 
day rush sets in. 


Almost every side table will he taken by 


one or more persons, while of the center 
tables scarcely one will boast of aa occu- 
pant. 
This rule holds good from the 


highest class of establishment to th<» 
cheapest form of "beanery," and not only 
is it true of eating places mostly patron- 
ized by men, but also of restaurants in 
the shopping districts where women form 
the greater part of the custom.

Perhaps because the 
coat hooks are usually ranged along the 
walls those seeking to replenish their in- 
ner economy prefer to be where they can 
at the same time keep clo^e watch of 
their outer integuments, but this only 
comes into consideration during the win- 
ter, as in summer there are no coats or 
wraps to watch out for. Man, and wom- 
an, too, for that matter, is a creature of 
habit, however, and the custom acquired 
during the winter probably unconsciously 
diners in summer.

marks used in them remaining until tbe 
rain washes them off. 


The words hodgepodge are also used by

School Committee Claims it Misunder- 


stood Order of Council Allowing 


Only $55,000 for Entire Ex. 


pense oi Furnished Free* 


man School 


For That Hacking Cough 


Never before in the history of the 


city goverrJment of North Adams has 
any department of the city been so se- 
verely arraigned as was the school com 
mittee by the chy. council last evening. 
For nearly an hour its methods of 
conducting its business arM spending 
the city's money were under discussion, 
and during thac hour the members ot 
that committee who were present heard 
more condemnation of their methods 
than were ever expressed in public be- 
fore. Some questions were asked that 
the chairman, who was on his feet 
much of tha Umc, was urjable to answer 
and when at the close, the council vot- 
ed the money lor which the committee 
had asked and which started the dis- 
cussion, it was apparently, as one mem- 
ber said in recording his vote, "under 
protest, and with the warning that it 
would never be clone again." 


The point which was criticised was 


the action ol the committee spending 
JSOOO more for the new Freeman school 
than the council allowed, and then ask- 
ing the council to make' an appropria- 
tion for that amount. The history of 
the affair is as follows: 


When the school committee asked for 


an appropriation Dor a new school in 
ward 3, the sum of $55,000 was named, 
for the purpose oi securing and grading 
a site «ind putting up the building. 
There ^\as at that time a long debate 
on the advisability of running so close 
to the debt limit as that amount 
brought the city, and when the finlwice 
committee reported favorably on the 
appropriation, the order had 
been 


changed so that the $55,000 included the 
furnishings of the building in addition 
to the land and building. 


The chairman of the school commit- 


tee claimed last evening that the com- 
mittee did not notice this change until 
the work was well under way. 
O*i- 


posed to this, was the positive state- 
ment 
of 
Councilman Whitn«<y thot 


he was told by a member of the school 
committee that the amount was to 
cover the furnishings. 


When the rep.ort ofl the finance com- 


mittee in favor of granting the $8000 
came up for act'on last evening, Mr. 
Perry asked if the council had been ful- 
ly informed as to the reasons for grant- 
ing $8000 more. Mr. Whitney said that 
as he remembered it, the $55,000 was 
to cover the entire cost of the building 
and furnishings. The chair called on 
Mr. Sykes of the firJance committee to 
explain, but Mr. Sykes replied that it 
was the affair of the school commttee, 
and that it was their place to explain it 
HP thought the committee was open to 
censure. 


Dr. M. M. Brown, chairman ofl the 


school committee, was present, and was 
called on to speak. He said there seem 
efi to be a misunderstanding in regard 
to the original appropriation. He then 
told how the word "furn'ishinKs" had 
"slipped in," waen the finance commit- 
tee reported on the petition of the com- 
mittee for an appropriation, and said 
that the delay caused by the council's 
failure to act left the committee unable 
to act till building material prices had 
gone up 25 aer cent. This called for 
practically new plans, and the $600 
plarJs for which the committee had 
paid, were usoless. He read, the da- 
tailed figures as to the coat of the 
school, which were given in this paper 
last Saturday in the report of the school 
committee. 


Mr. Perry then followed Dr. Brown 


with a few iv^ntiess questions. Has 
it been usual, he asked ilor the school 
committee to come in after putting up 
a building and ask for more money? 
When the school committee found that 
the building was goirJj to cost more 
than the council had allowed why- did 
it not come to the council again and 
ask for more before the contracts were 
made? 


Dr. Brown replied that the commit- 


tee were given to understand that the 
furnishings would be paid for in ad- 
dition. 


What right, replied Mr. Perry, has 


the school committee to keep back ex- 
tra matters which they know will have 
to come up? Dr. Brown replied that 
the committee could not see every- 
thing in the future. 
The committee 


had thought that the matter would be 
approved by tfr -a council. 


Mr. Sykes then took a hand. He said 


there seemed to be no doubt that the 
school committees knew that the ao- 
propriation would not complete the 
building, and he thought this sort of 
business should be brought to a halt. 
The school committee has been making 
plans 
independently of 
the council 


and then cominc to the council to pay 
2or them. 


Mr. Perrji ad^ed another word. He 


said it was one of the things this coun- 
cil should do, to sit down orJ the bump- 
tiousness of coming into the council 
room and asking for money, and then 
expecting the --ouncil later to make up 
the deficiencies. The idea of concealing 
the total cost of a project at the start, 
so as to get it well started without 
alarming the fax payers, artd then sav 
it must be finished, was too much like 
congress. 
The school committee has 


extraordinary powers, but these are no 
excuse for this wollcy. 


Mr. Whitney stated that In regurd to 


the plea that the committee did not 
know furnishings were to be included 
in the appropriation, a member of the 
committee had 
told 
hirft 
that 
the 


amount was to include furrJishings. 
Putting the query to the committee 
more directly, he asked, "When has 
the school committee had the spending 
of an»- r.T">ri 
py ^"'1 come within the ap- 


jwoprintion. 


Mr. Dennett said we .could console 


ourselves -K-lth the trouble Boston was 
having with itn school committee, artd 
then he read tins section ofl the charter 
•which specifies that no money shall be 
spent till appropriated by the council. 


Mr. Amndon s-\!d it ha'^ been so easy 


to secure appropriations in the council 


that the heads of departments had 
come to believe that all they had to do 
was to ask for money. 


Mr. Perryi asked if the city had any 


possible check on the school committee, 
siiJoe state laws gave it such brood 
powers. Nobody could answer this. 


Meanwhile Dr. Brown and Superin- 


tendent Hall had been having a short 
conference in the rear of the council 
chamber. 
Superintendent Hall's per- 


suasive appeals to the counbil which 
have carried former questions have not 
been b^earM smce the question wus 
raised as to who |the school committee 
really was. 


Dr. Brown then came forward and 


said that he was in hearty sympathy 
with the remarks that had been made, 
but that as far as the building projxsr 
was concerned, he did not think the 
committee had exceeded the appropria- 
tion. Arid in any case, he said, the 
committee has certain rights about the 
furnishings of school buildings without 
specific appropriations. 


Mr. Ferry responded that the chair- 


man ofl the schocl committee seemed to 
be making matters worse instead of 
better, when ho intimates! that the com 
mittee didn't pretend to have Che ar- 
propriation COVP-- the total expense. All 
the counfcilmen who voted for the mea- 
sure supposed it would include the en- 
tire expense, however. It did not look 
well that the committee should come 
without an .tpology for the affair.

The board of estimates preseatoA to 


the city council last evening the list of 
estimated appropriations needed by the 
various departments of the city this 
year. The total of the estimates this 
year is $418,233.33, or $25,673 more than 
the total cf last year's appropriations, 
which were $392,560.33. In spite of this 
excess, however, the beard of estimates 
adds the following note to its list this 
year:

This is because last 
year tha maintenance of the sewers 
was paid for by the money borrowed 
for sewer construction and maintenance 
whereas thia year it was the desire to 
get all such matters in the regular ap- 
propriations.

•«•;•} ks department. This, if Tjiadsstd, 
will go for pctensions of the water 
mains from Greylock to Blackinton en 
the south side of the river, where some 
40 families are now without city water, 
and extensions to Bradley and Brad- 
ford streets flrom Kemp street, where a 
dumber of families have long depended 
on springs.
